This action is nct surprising to per- 
sons familiar with the Governor's 
course during the past two years. In 
the last two sessions of the- Legisla- 
ture, he took a decided stand against 
the influences of a powerful railroad 
lobby maintained at Olympia by the 
Grect Northern, Northern Pacific and 
Union Pacific railways. As president 
of the State Senate, he wielded pow- 
erful ‘influence, which was exerted in 
favor of a bill to create a State Rajl- 
road Commission. The railroad lobby 
was powerful enough to defeat the bill, 
but it is likely to be passed by the 
next ftite Legislature. 

In anticipation. of the contest with 
the rallroad Interests, the Governor 
acts now with the object of relieving 
the State employés from oblig: t ons to 
raliroad lobbyists.

In explanation the paper says the 
agreement may be regarded as an out- 
come of the events of the past two 
years.

.“We,each desire,” says Lord Lans- 
downe, “that the integrity and inde- 
pendence of the Chinese empire should 
be preserved, and that there should be 
no distu of the territorial status 
quo, either in China or the adjoining 


The discovery that their Far Eastern 
policies were identical resulted in each 
party to the agreement expressing its 
desire that their common policy find 
expression in an international contract 
of binding validity. 

Lord Lansdowne further says that 
the British government was largely iv- 
fluenced in entering upon this impor- 
tant contract by the conviction that it 
contains no provision which can ‘ re- 
as aggressive or self-seeki -«.

“The government of Great Britain 
and Japan, actuated solely by a desire 
to maintain the status quoand general 
policy in the extreme East, and being, 
moreover, especially interested in 
maintaining the independence and ter- 
ritorial integrity of China and Koreas, 
and in securing equal opportunities in 
those countries for the commerce aad 
industry of all nations, hereby agree as 
follows: 

“Article 1.—The high contracting 
powers, having mutually the 
independence of China and Korea, de- 
clare themselves to be entirely unin- 
fluenced by any aggressive tendeacics 
in either country. Having in ‘jew, 
however, their ee#pecial interests, of 
which those of Great Britain relate 
princes to China, they are interested 

a pecuilar degree, politically, as well 

commercially and induetrially, In 
Korea, the signaiories recognize that it 
will be admissible for either of them to 
take such measures as may be indis- 
pensable in order to safeguard those 
interests, if they be treatened either by 
pe aggressive action of any other 
power, or by disturbances arising in 
China, or Korea, necessitating the in- 
tervention of either of the contracting 
parties for the protection of the lives 
and property of its subjects. 

The treaty comes as a complete sur- 
prise in every quarter, there having 
been no suspicion that such an ar- 
rangement was in contemplation. The 
text was issued so late that newspaper 
comment is somewhat superficial and 
hurried. It generally takes the form of 
warm commendation by the govern- 
ment press, while the opposition jour- 
nails are content to remark upon the 
importance of the agreement without 
expressing any decided view. There tis 
a pretty general supposition that a rea- 
son for the abandonment of Wri Hai 
Wei can be found in the successful ne- 
gotiation of the treaty. 

The Morning Post contends that the 
support of Great Britain and Japan 
ought to enable China to feel securety 
and therefore to order its internal af- 


trade. 

The Standard, which is forever de- 
manding an energetic policy in the 
Far East, seems to find it in the treaty.

Son of President Shows 
an Improvement. 


Parents are Hopeful of 
His Recovery. —

Secretary Long Arrives in 


Groton—He Confirms the 
Good Reports. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS. P.M.) 


GROTON (Mass.) Feb. 11.—The re- 
ports from tne sick room of Theodore 
Roosevelt, Jr., the eldest son of the 
President, who since Thursday last has 
been ill with pneumonia, at the Groton 
School Infirmary, tend to show an im- 
provement at 8 o'clock tonight, and his 
condition was authoritatively stated to 
be better than it was at the same time 
last night. 
still to come, and is looked for within 
the next twenty-four hours or thirty- 
six hours. The President and his wife 
believe their son will meet this crisis in 
good shape, and, passing it sptcess- 
fully, will recover. In fact, the slight 
favorable turn in the disease today has 
greatly relieved the strain on both of 
them, and the day closed much more 
cheerfully than yesterday. Still the re- 
ports issued through Cortelyou, secre- 
tary to the President, ran between 
hope and fear. .- 

Beginning with the morning, when 
the boy, after an admittedly hard 
night, was reported as improved, al- 
though pleurisy in the right lung was 
mentioned, this favorable tendency 
was continued through the noon state- 
ment: Then at 2:45 p.m. it was stated 
that the boy's temperature had risen, 
and that it would remain high, and if 
anything increase a little toward morn- 
ing. This somber tone seemed almost 
to neutralize the morning's encour- 
aging notes.

Mr. Burleson of Texas 
created a great deal of merriment by 
offering a substitute for section 3 in 
the language of that section, to im- 
pose a tax of 10 cents pound on 
manufactured ice sold in imitation of 
the natural product, except where sold 
in blocks of one and two pounds, and 
stamped “counterfeit ice.’’ Mr. Burle- 
son, amid much laughter, declared that 
his substitute demonstrated the rank 
absurdity and injustice of the “selfish, 
designing and ambitious statesmen 

e same vicious principle, he said, 
underlies both pro tions. His amend- 
ment was ruled out on a point of or- 
der, as was one offered by Mr. Gros- 
venor, to place a tax of 10 cents per 
pound on syrups in imitation of maple 


syrup. 

Mr. Allen of Kentucky proposed to 
test the good faith of the friends of the 
bill by offering an amendment to pro- 
vide for the inspection, under the De- 
partment of Agriculture of mauufac- 
tories where butter is renovated, and 
requiring that all renovated butter be 
stamped, as such.

A poor legislative tool, of the 
Rame of Broughton, stood sponsor for 
the law, which was cunningly devised 
to enable its promoters to secure valu- 
able concessions from this city on 
practically their own terms, as they 
fondly imagined, and to throttle com- 
petition. Believing that they would 
have no competition, the Huntington 
interests made a nominal bid of $25,000 
for the most valuable of the fran- 
ehises—the same concession which 
they freely bid $152,900 for yesterday. 
It is stated upon good authority that 
® representative of the syndicate has 
“eciared that they would have paid 
$1,000,000 for the franchise rather than | 
to “have lost it—which affords some 


idea of the value in which they “hold 


this concession, for which their sealed 
bid was only $25,000. | 

The gravamen of the offense lies in 
the fact that the Council has deliber- 
ately Piolated the law—even the 
Broughton law, bad as it is—in per- 
mitting the bidding to be reopened 
alter the franchise had been once 
awarded. The highest sealed bid 
was $115,000, by a man of straw, “E. 
Murray.” As the law requires, the 
franchise was awarded to this high- 
est bidder. The law further provides 
that in case the highest bidder fails 
to deposit the amount of his bid 
within twenty-four hours, the award

What possible excuse 
cah they offer for thus betraying the 
public Interests, and voting, in ef- 
fect, to throttle competition in the 
street railway business in Los An- 
geles for all time by giving one cor- 
poration a monopoly of all the most 
valuable streets? 

The outcome of this miserable 
business will probably be litigation 
waich may drag on for years. In the 
mean time, the projectei roads will 
not be built; for even the Hunting- 
ton combine will hardly venture to 
build upon franchises which are .al- 
most certain to be declared invalid by 
the courts. 

The Mayor has a splendid oppor- 
tunity to undo, in part, the iniquity 
which was wrought by the delectable 
“solid six” in the Council yester- 
day. He can veto and so render nu 
gatory the action taken. It is not 
probable that enough votes could be 
had to override an executive veto. 
It is to be hoped, at least, that some- 
oneof the “solid six” would in such an 
event see the enormity of his offense, 
and refuse to stand by his former 


~Let no mistake be madeas to the at- 
titude of The Times. Mr. Hunting-

The work of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in calling the attention of the 
War Department to local advantages 
which should be considered by the 
government board charged with the 
duty of selecting sites for the proposed 
new army posts has borne good fruit, 
in that the report of the board, accord- 
ing to a special Washington dispatch, 
recommends the. assignment to Los 
Angeles of a regiment of infantry as 
a basis for one of the new posts. 

Gen. Miles, who was at the head of 
the board which made these _ selec- 
tions, holds that the army should be 
made very strong in California, and on 
account of climatic reasons he favored 


| the selection of a site in the southern 


part of the State. This is in conso- 
nance with the reeommendations of 
the Chamber of Commerce Committee 
on Military Posts which essayed to 
interest the army board in the avail-

HARTER REVISION. 

The committee for charter  revi- 

sion, is now’ complete, consisting of 
the Mayor, the City Attorney, the 
City Engineer, the nine Council- 
men, and eight citizens, as follows: 
A. B. Cass, Albert B. Crutcher, J. 
Ross Clark, Henry W. O’Melveney, 
Joseph Scott, Senator Fred M. Smith, 
George I. Cockran, H. W. Frank. 
This committee of twenty is to draft 
amendments to the city charter, to 
be submitted to popular vote at a 
special city election to be held later. 
If approved by the voters of Los 
Angeles, the amended charter will go 
to the State Legislature for final raci- 
fication at the next session. , 
_ There is no question as to the 
copies |. There need for a revision of the 
city charter. In view of the unsuc- 
cessful attempts which have hereto- 
fore been made to secure an entirely 
new charter, the plan ai present under 
consideration, of amending the old 
charter in a number of important 
particulars, may as well, perhaps, be 
given a trial. If the committee of 
twenty, aided by such suggestions as 
may be submitted by private citizens, 
can succeed in drafting amendments 
which will receive the indorsement 
of the requisite number of voters, the 
charter as thus amended wiil prob- 
ably be the next best thing to a new 
one. It is promised on behalf of the 
committee that such suggestions as 
may be submitted by citizens, in 
written form, will receive careful 
consideration—whicb is right and 
proper. Thus opportunity should be 
taken advantage of by those 
of our citizens who have made a study 
of our municipal government, 
its needs and its defects, to 
the end that the charter amendments 
shall be such as to strengthen the 
charter if adopted, rather than to 
make it weaker and less adequate 
‘than it is at present. 

The plan under consideration will 
have one merit, at least. It will ad- 
mit of a separate vote on each and 
every amendment proposed, so tHat 
the adoption of desirable amend- 
ments, about which there is little 
difference of opiniop, need not be de- 
feated because of some that are ob- 
jectionadle. When a new charter is. 
voted upon, as a whole, it must be 
either adopted or rejected in its en- 
tirety, and one or two objectionable 
clauses or sections may easily defeat 
an otherwise excellent § instrument. 
If the committee of twenty, in the 
present instance, will bestow upon 
the proposed amendments such care 
as the importance of the matter de 
mands, and will strive with earnest. 
purpose to improve the city’s organic 
law, it wil? lie within their power 
to confer upon the city real and last- 
ing benefits. But crank provisions 
and fantastical features must be 
avoided as the pestilence. The great 
need of the city abd of the times is 
@ square, sensible, level-headed, prac- 
tical and practicable instrument, and 
not a freak in the way of charter 
building. — 


AL FOLLY. 
The striking unions in the iron 
trades, at San Francisco, recently 
voted to continue the “fight” indef-. 
initely. This vote is of little conse- 
quence, except as it reveals the unrea- 
sonableness of these men in attempting 
to keep up a contest which is utterly 
hopeless, and in which they were long 
ago defeated. 

Aside from any question as to the 
merits of their cause, the strikers, by 
their action, have merely made an 
exhfbition of their own lack of good 
sense, and of consideration for those 
who have suffered by reason of the 
strike. As is invariably the case, the 
principal loss and hardship of this 
contest have fallen upon working 
people, and the women and children 
have borne the chief burden. The 
iron trades strike began in May, 1901. 
From the strikers’ point of view, it 
has continued with unabated violence 
ever since, although the places of the 
strikers have mostly been filled for 
several months. There is no possibil- 
ity of a “victory” for the strikers, nor 
even of a compromise, fof their former 
employers have nothing to compro- 
mise, as their business js going on as 
usual, with most of the strikers’ places 
satisfactorily filled. Nearly half of 
the original strikers have either gone 


~ 


other employment. Yet, the remainder, 
blind alike to their own interests and 
to the interests of all who are affected 
by their action, deliberately vote to 
continue the hopeless struggle. 

There is no reasonable ground upon 
which the action of these strikers can 
be defendell. ey are actuated, evi- 
dently, by a reckless disregard of ev- 
erything, save their own impotent and 
unreasoning obstinacy. Meanwhile, 
their wives and children wil! continue 
to suffer for want of the necessaries 
and coémforts of life. Such foolish con- 
tests as this are prominent among the 
influences which serve to bring “or- 
ganized labor’’ into disrepite, and to 
cause the public at large to distrust 
it as an enemy to the public good.

BIG ‘ENOUGH. 


Backed by Millions. 


_ Gibbon Gives History of 
Senator’s Interest. 


“Council Has Prevented Im- 
mediate Investment of Mil- 
lion and a Half. 


Full confirmation of the stirring 


news that Senator W. A. Clark hae en-/} 


tered the local street-railway field was 
had diréct from Thomas E. Gibbon in 
his eloquent plea before the City Coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon. 

“Senator Clark never goes into any- 
thing in a small way, you know; he 
always secures at icast a half interest,” 
eaid Mr. Gibbon last night, when asked 
how extensiye is the Senator's invest- 
mer td in the Traction Company's prop- 


“The fight has only begun.” he con- 
tinued. “The whole matter is:now up 
to the hourts. They have not secured 
a valid franchise. We would not enter 
competitive bidding after the expira- 
tion of the twenty-four hours for the 
very reason that such a franchise is 
worthiess. They wanted to tie the 
matter up in the courts, and they have 
succeeded. 


“The public at large has been denied 


the immediate enjoyment of inestima- 
Die benefits by the action of the Coun- 
ell. If these franchises had been 
granted the Traction Company, it 
meant the immediate expenditure here 
of at least $1,500,000 by Senator Clark 
and his associates. Unlimited capital 
was availiable for ail needs. I venture 
te say that if the papers could an- 
nounce tomorrow morning that the 
franchises had been granted to Senator 
Clark there would be a rise in realty 
Values amounting to $5,000,000. All this 
has been sacrificed by the Council for 
the paltry $13,900 advance over our bid 
made by the Huntington syndicate.” 

It was through tke personal efforts 


other eastern capitalists were 
brought into the Traction Company. 
Last night Mr. Gibbon gave the follow- 
ing interesting history of the negotia- 


“It wae almost a year ago,” he said, 
“that the matter came forcibly to my 
attention. The Huntington syndicate 
was occupying the entire field, and I 
foresaw that Los Angeles was in dan- 
ar of suffering the disastrous condi- 
t'ons that have resulted from a com- 
te street-railway monopoly in San 

neiscso. The syndicate’s 
were manifest. The lines of the Trac- 
tion company were paralicited and sur- 
rounded, with a determination to force 
the smaller “corporation to sell or 
get out of the business. 

“These facts were the subject of 
several conferences with Mr. Hook, and 
finaily 1 secured his authorization to 
enlist the larger capital necessary for 
‘the Traction company to compete with 
the richer corporation and extend its 
own lines. An eftensive interurban 
item was planned. 

“About eight months ago I told Sen- 
ator Clark that I] had in view a good 
street-railway investment. He asked 
me to investigate it fully, and 
pared a report which after submis- 
Sion to J. Ross Clark for approval, I 
forwarded to the Senator. 

“Last December I was summoned to 
Washington. At the Senator's residence 
I met two other prominent eastern mil- 
Honaires, and the street-railway pro- 

t was discusged at length. They im- 

lately took steps toward consum- 
mating the deal. The two capitalists 
said: ‘Senator, you go right ahead with 
this project. and we will take shares to 
any amount you wish to let us hate.’ 

“Those men represented personal 
capital amounting to at least $250,000.- 
000. It probably forms stronger back- 
ing than is possessed by any street- 
~yallway company in the country. It 
was planned to construct the finest 
electric car system on earth, and there 
would have been no lack of money to 
carry eut such an enterprise. J 

“The effects of monopoly well 
illustrated in San Francisco. th ex- 
clusive privileges a company wil! run 
its lines only between centers of popu- 
lation or through well-settled districts. 
This retards the building up of new 
country, and furnishes no incentive to 
good service. The Council has sought 
to withhold from the public the many 
benefits of competition. 

“The courts must now dctermine 
whether or not the Council's act'ton 
Was in accordance with the law. We 
must have franchises to proceed with 
our projects. As the final ownership 
of these privileges is in doubt and I 
have not conferred with Senator Clark 
and his associates, I cannot speak of 
the future.”

DIED OF HIS INJURIES. 


Fall from a Pole Cauces Death of Line- 
man Who Refused to Permit Police to 
Give Him Medical Attention. 
John Coligan, a lineman in the em- 
ploy of the San Gabriel Electric Com- 
pany, died yesterday afternoon at his 
home, No. 1626 North Main etreet, from 
the effects of injuries received ‘the day 
before by falling from a pole near the 
corner of Vernon and Central avenues. 
With another lineman he was work- 
ing near the top of the pole, when he 
n.issed his footing and fell, taking the 
other man with nim. A call was sent 
for the police ambulance, and it was 
sent to meet the men at Washington 
efreet and Central avenue, but when 
the injured men were brought there in 
a wagon, Coligan not only refused to 
be taken,.to the Receiving Hospital, 
but cursed the 
would rather ,die than be hauled in a 
patrol wagon. His refusal probably cost 
him his life. He was conveyed to his 
home, and soon afterward relapsed into 
unconsciousness, from which he never 
recovered. His death is believed to 
have been caused by concussion of the 
brain, and it is possible that he did not 
know what he was saying when he 
refused to receive medical attention at 
the hands ofthe police surgeon. The 
remains were removed to Cunningham 
& O'Connor's undertaking establish- 
ment, where an inquest will be held at 
2 o'clock this afternoon. Coligan left 
a widow and three children.

Speaking yesterday of the astonish- | 
ing growth of Los Angeles, Mr. Dug- 
gett stated that he cast the dec'ding 
vote which placed the Norma! Schoo! in 
Los Angeles, when the question was 
before the Legislature in Sacramento 
in 1881. It was argued then that the 
size and proepects of the city did net 
warrant a Normal Schoo! here, and it 
was almost lost to Los Angeles. 

“The city has grown so tremen- 
dously,”" said the old Angelefio yester- 
day, “that I am lost in it. When I 
went out to look around I had to go 
down to the Plaza to get my bearings. 
The old Pico House and the St. Eimo 
were the hotel centers when I left 
here, and business was concentrated 
at the junction of Main, Sp an 
Temple streets. Now, in this’ short 
time, it has become a more solidiy- 
built city than San Francisco.” 

In the "80's Daggett was extensively 
engaged in silver mining on the desert, 
the present mining town of Daggett. 
San Bernardino county, being founded 
by him; but he says the slump in sil- 
ver converted him into a solid-gold 
Democrat, and he is now owner and 
operator of rich gold mines at Black 
Bear, Siskiyou county. He is an en- 
thusiastic advocate of the establish- 
ment of a national secretary of mining 
~—a Cabinet office, such as that of Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. 
“Gold is the backbone of the coun- 
try,”’ said he, “and mining is one of our 
greatest and most vital industries. 
There should be a secretary of mining 
in the Cabinet of the President of the 
United States, and I hope that this 
may some day be brought about.” 
He will return today to his mines 
the North.

“I went to Mr. Hook and offered to 
try and help him. We talked the mat- 
ter over, and some time later, when 
{t met Senator Clark and two of his 
friends, who count their millions by 
the score, I broached the proposition 
to them. They were pleased with the 
prospect and agreed to invest in Los 
Angeles under certain conditions. If 
this Council deters these men from in- 
vesting their capital it will be one of 
the greatest calamities that has ever 
happened in Los Angeles. If these 
people come In here you will have no 
rronepoly in the street-car business.” 

“Would not these philanthr@pists buy 
out Mr. Huntington if they got ‘the 
chance?” queried Attorney Tras«. 

“I should have said that there would 
be no monopoly unless you sold out to 
us,” retorted Gibbon, and the lobby 
cheered and cheered, while the presi- 
dent's gavel did a fandango on the 
block. 

“I believe,” continued Attorney Gib- 
bon, “that there is more money back 
of this enterprise than was ever gath- 
ered in a street-railway corporation in 
this State. We will not put in more 
money Because we do not believe that 
a franchise granted to a competitive 
bidder at this time would be legal. [i 
the franchise is granted to us there wil 
be competition in the street-rallway 
business at every step, of 
dollars will find investment in Los An- 
geles. 

MILLIONS IN THE BALANCE. 

‘"The invesements of Senator Clark In 
this city are dependent upon his sécur- 
ing these franchises. I want yon to 
know just how the interests of the city 
are affected in this matter in order 
that you may act with a full knowl- 
edge of the facts. I want to say to you 
that the investment of millions of dol- 
lars is trembjing in the balance. Deny 
this bid, afford aid and comfort to the 
men who put in the lowest sealed pro- 
posal, get the matter tied up in the 
courts indefinitely, and you will frus- 
trate plans that mean more to Los An- 
geles than any that have ever come be- 
fore this Council. Other franchises 
will go for,a song, for there will be no 
competition if you drive us out. If we 
come in we come to stay, and to dis- 
pute every inch of the ground with thé 
senior street-railway corporation. Be- 
ware, gentlemen, of what you do this 
day.” 

This eloquent appeal was delivered tn 
a ringing voice that reached every one 
in the large crowd, and the president 
had to threaten to clear the lobby to 
stifle the cheers evoked by the state- 
ment that Senator Clark preposed to 
become the rival of Henry Huntington 
in the local field. For the latter gen- 
tleman Attorney Trask said: 

“Mr. Huntington desires me to say 
that if you wish to give this franchire 
to any one else all right. That he is 
here to stay. ere are other Ffircets 
in the city and other means of ingr2+s 
and egress. He will not give up the 
ship or leave the field. He is not afraid 
of W. A. Clark or any one else.” 

Then followed an altercation re- 
garding the rejection of the tender of 
the $179,000 in gold. The clerk made a 
statement of what would appear in 
the minutes, in accordance with his 
duties under the charter. No mention 
was made of the tender, and the Coun- 
ell refused to allow anything relating 
to it to appear on the books, 

DELAY DENIED. 

Attorney. Thomas, on behalf of Mr. 
Hook, asked for delay. Sie said that 
his client might wish to raise the bid, 
and that he would like twenty-four 
hours to think it over, inasmuch as 
the oposition had been accorded that 
length of time. 

John Cross, who styles himself a 
citigen, got the floor to protest against 
any juggiery with the franchise. 

Walker offered a subatitute motion 
to delay the consideration until today. 
Bowen seconded it in a speech in 
whith he said that the Council should 
go slow in the matter and take plenty 
of time to investigate the law. 

The motion was lost by a vote of 5 
to 4 A motion to award the franchise 
to the Pacific Electric Railway made 
by Counciiman Blanchard and sec- 
onded by Councilman Todd was then 
put. It was carried by the votes of 
Allen, Blanchard, Todd, McLain and 
Pierce. The negative side of the ques- 
tion was supported by Counciimen 
Bowen, Walker and Powers. 

In explaining his vote, Bowen ‘said 
that, as the statute provided a time 
and place for receiving competitive 
bids, and as there was no direct lan- 
guage in the act providing that such 
bide might be received after an award 
had been made, he would be compelled 
to take issue with the City Attorney and 
vote against the motion. If the com- 
petitive bide had been received on 
Monday, he said, he would have viewed 
the matter in a different light. But as 
the Counct! had investigated the finan- 
cial standing of “KE. Murray,” and had 
seen fit to award the franchise to him, 
after this investigation had been made, 
and, furthermore, as he could find no 
authority for accepti competitive 
bids on the day after the sealed pro- 
posals had been opened, he did not be- 
lieve that the Council could reopen the 
bidding. 

“Tt is necessary,’ said Mr, Bowen, 
“for this council to accept the law as 
it is made by the Legislature. If the 
jaw is so framed that it rmits a 
fraud, the Council ts not to blame.” 

Walker stated that he believed the 
franchise with the  freight-carrying 
provision, was worth at least $1,000,000, 
therefore he would oppose the motion 
to award it to the Pacific Electric Rall- 
way Company. 

President Powers in voting “No 
the motion, said that the law 
explicit on the point that if the high- 
est bidder falled to post his money 
within twenty-four hours the franchise 
should be awarded to the next highest 
bidder therefor. In view of this pro- 
vision In the law, he said he could not 
conscientiously vote for the motion. 

While Pierce voted with the other five 
Councilmen to award the franchise to 
the Huntington-Hellman syndicate, it

No sooner had the award been made 
than Attorney Dunn presented the 
necessary ordinance of award and 
bond. The sureties on the bond, which 
is for $25,000, are J. D. Bicknell and 
William G. Kerckhoff. 

After the bond had been approved, 
Pierce moved that a recess be taken for 
half an hoyr in order that the Council- 
men might satisfy the cravings of the 
inner man. Before the motion wa® put, 
Attorney Thomas, acting for Mr. Hook, 
made a tender of $5000 » gold coin for 
the Vernon and Western-avenue fran- 
chise. 

OTHER FRANCHISES. 

When the Council reconvened in the 
evening, Attorney Thomas presented a 
written protest signed by “E. A. Da- 
vis,” objecting to the action of the 
Council in awarding the main franchise 
to the Pacific Electric Railway Com- 
pany. The protest was filed. 

The ordinances’ awarding the other 
two franchises to the Pacific Electric 
Railway Company were carried by the 
same vote of six to three. The bonds 
were likewise approved. A formal 
protest was entered against the award 
of the Vernon and Western-avenue 
franchise tgsthe Huntington syndicate. 
In the fr hise covering one -dlock on 
Edgeware road the Clark-Hook com- 
pany had no interest, and. it was 
unanimously granted to the Pacific 
Electric Railway Company. 

The bonds on the two smaller fran- 
chises were for $15,000 and $1000, re- 
spectively. The sureties were Henry E. 
Huntington and William G. Kerckhoff. 

It is expected that the next step in 
the franchise fight will be taken in 
the courts. Should the Mayor refuse 
to sfgn the ordinances, or approve the 
bonds, and should Mr. Pierce refuse to 
vote with the other five members of 
the Council, after he has more thor- 
oughly investigated the contested pro- 
visions of the Broughton law, another 
hearing may be had before the Council. 


NO FAST DRIVING. 
WISPS OF LEGISLATION, 

An erdinance was passed by the 
Council yesterday prohibiting fast 
driving in the Broadway and Third- 
street tunnels. The ordinance limits 


} the speed of all classes of vehicles, in- 


cluding automobiles, to four miles an 
hour while passing through the tun- 
nels, and names a fine of $50 for an in- 
fringement of the ordinance. 

To the Alcatraz Asphat Paving 
Company was awarded the contract 
for paving Broadway from Seventh to 
Main street. The co ny was the 
lowert of four bidders. 

On report of the Finance and Water 
Supply committees the Council yes- 
terday instruct:d the City Clerk to 
communicate with the Highland Wa- 
ter Company, and ask what the cor® 
poration will take for the plant. It is 
probable that $100,000 will be named. 

Water bond No. 1053 failed to receive 
the imprint of the toy arrangement 
which the city dignifies with the name 
“official seal,”’ and it was returned by 
express through the United ‘States 
Mortgage and Trust Company of New 
York for the official mark. The city 
will be compelled to pay the express 
charges.

Los An- 
geles has fewer policemé@n to the square 
mile than almost any other city in the 
United States. Citizens living in the 
outski, seldom see a blue-coated 
guardian of the peace. 

A communication from the City 
Clerk was received by the Police Com- 
mission yesterday morning, which 
brought the board face to face with 
the situation.

INES AND MINING 
ON THE PACIFIC COAST. 


THE DALE DISTRICT. 


Another Rich Milling of the Butte at 
Randsburg—The Wabash—Strike of 
Tellurium Ore in the New Era—Deep 
Drill Hole. 


‘The strike of rich ore in the Capitol 
claim of the Capitola group, owned by 
Cc. B. Eaton of Los Angeles, in the 
Dale district, San Bernardino county, 
in Southern California, will have the 
effect of drawing attention to a min- 
ing district that has been much neg- 
lected. Something was heard of it now 
and again some six years ago, but not 
much since. It is without shipping 
facilities, being about midway between 
the Southern Pacific and Santa Fé 
lines and has never had sufficient 
water to mill its own ores. But this 
new strike of enormously rich ore will 
cause owners of mining properties 
the district to dé¥tse means for sup- 
plying the latter want, and in doing 
s0 enable them to devélop their ,prop- 
erties. 


When the figures thie strike in the 
Capitol mine were first reported they 
were viewed with doubt; a belief pre- 
vailed among mining men in Los An- 
geies that some error had been made 
in reporting them. But these first re- 
ports of $147,000 in gold per ton have 
been confirmed. Some of the ore sent 
to Los Angeles has been aska by 
Wade & Wade here, and the certificate 
of assay etates $106,445 in gold, and 
948 ounces in silver per ton, bringing 
the total elose to $106,000 per ton of 
ore. A late report to the San Bernar- 
dino Sun gives further confirmation of 
this, saying: “The report of a bi 
sttike by C. B. Eaton has been veri 
several times during the week, and as 
hear as the facts can be ascertained, 
he has a large ledge of exceedingly 
promising ore, and about nine inches 
of rich rock, containing many nuggets 
of solid gold, worth from 6 cents up 
to $%. Mr. Eaton claims he has a pay 
etreak of ten inches that will go from 
$1000 to $200,000 per ton, and that he 
has an inch of rock that is practically 
solid gold. This is as it shows up in 
the cross cut. Frank Thomas, an old 
miner, says it is as good a strike as 
he @ver saw, and he has worked in 
mines all over Arizona and Colorado. 
Grovely says it's the biggest thing he 
ever saw. A. E. Reitz of San Bernar- 
dino says Eaton has over $1,000,000 in 
sight. Everything of an iron ledge in 
camp is being located.” 

There are several other properties in 
the Daie camp on which a considera- 
bie amount of development has been 
done, among them being the O.K., the 
Supply, the Botsford, and the Los An- 
geles, all of which are largely owned 
in Los Angeles. With a railroad to 
the camp or with sufficient water to 
mill the ores on the spot, the Dale dis- 
trict will very quickly demonstrate its 
right to be classed among the rich 
mining districts of California. 

A meeting was recently held at Dale, 
at which it was decided to abandon 
the old “Virginia Dale District,” and 
a new one known as the “Dale Mining 
District” has been organized. Bylaws 
were adopted and the following officers 
elected: J. J. Ellerman, president; T. 
B. Pierson, recorder; Frank Sabathe, 
H. H. Ames and A. E. Reitz, trustees. 
The new district takes in ranges 1, 2 
and 3 south, and 1 and 2 north of Base 
—e and 10, 11, 12 and 128, east 


THE RAND DISTRICT. 

The Butte Lode, at Randsburg, had 
a mill run of 103 tons of ore at the 
Red Dog mili last week, which yielded 
$8750, an average of about $85 per ton. 
Four-fifth of the ore came from devel- 
opment work in the new drift, the re. 
mainder from the lower workings in 
the Philadelphia property adjoining the 
Butte Lode, and which the Butte com- 
pany recently purchased. A _ report 
from Randsburg about this property 
says: “The outlook continues good. and 
there is at least $1000 worth of $100 
ore in the bing already for the next 
milling. The company is working 
twenty-two men, and the mine was 
never in better condition. As an evi- 
dence of this, the last dividend, the 
13th, since Mr. McMahon has taken 
charge, twenty months ago, was larger 
than any previous ones. In addition 
to the thirteen dividends a mortgage 
of $10,000 has been paid off in that 
time and valuable and expensive ma- 
chinery and mine improvements in- 
stalled at the mine.” 


THE WABASH. 


A report received at the office of the 
Wabash Mining Company in this city 
from its mines in Fresno county, Cal., 
states that all assessment work on them 
up to 1902 has been done, and recorded. 
The company has sixteen claims, which 
adjoin the mines of the Copper King, 
Limited, from which shipments of ore 
are being regularly made to the Cop- 
per King smelter at Martinez, on the 
Bay of San Francisco. Assays of ore 
from the Wabash, of which some fifty 
have been made, show values all the 
way from $1 to $82 per ton. The de- 
velopment consists of over 1000 feet of 
tunneling, and 300 feet of shaft work. 
The company has on its property a 
splendid water supply, which is brought 
to the camp by a two-inch pipe, 
water being piped to all buildings. Of 
these latter there are ten, in one of 
which is installed the plant lately put 
in. ‘The buliding is of galvanized 
iron, thirty by forty feet In dimensions. 
The machinery comprises a 7h5-horse- 
power boiler, %0-horse-power hoist, and 
air compressor; also a Worthington 
pump, the whole making a perfect 
equipment.
